Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

1. Applicant's representative pointed out that the term "deligence" in Office Action dated July 17, 2006, page 2, 
paragraph 3, is incorrect - it should be "reduction to practice". 

2. The representative argued that MPER 715.07 states that exhibits need not support all claimed limitations. 

Examiner stated that the designator for Declaration under 37 CFR 1.131 pointed out that MPEP 715.02 indicated that 
"... affidavit or declaration must establish POSSESSION of either the whole invention claimed..." in order to 
demostrate the claims read on what was reduced to practice, Appicant must correlate what was reduced to practice to 
the claims. Exhibit D does not corelate the invention reduced to practive to the claims. It only correlates a few words 
in the claims. 

3. The representative further argued that the testscripts show that the invention is reduced to practice. 

The Examiner stated that the 1 .131 designator pointed out that there are numerous errors were found in the software. 
For example, the references to "Error condition" and "error at line 1" in exhibit D appear to indicate that errors were 
found in the software. Even if those errors were corrected, it is not clear that the corrections were made prior to the 
critical reference date of March 30, 2001. The software is not considered to be reduced to practice until evidence is 
provided that the software was fully debugged and fully operational prior to the critical reference date. There is no 
evidence that the software was ever fully debugged or rendered operational. 

The representative argued that the errors in the testscripts indicates that the software is working. Further, the 
representative stated that the Examiner improperly interpreted the testscripts: the errors shown in the testscripts 
causes the software not to run. 

The representative stated that the Applicants' statements "... the successful tests were run to show that the 
implementation worked" in Declaration is proof that the software was successfully run. 

The Examiner suggested that explanations for the errors in the Exhibits be provided for clarifications. 
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
